“ A man likes a feminine wom­ 
an. He hates to see a woman 
smoke, drink to excess or use pro­ 
fanity, and he prefers girl-type 
clothes,” she explains. “This gen­ 
eration has discovered that.” 
She has observed that no matter 
how masculine women dress or 
wear their hair, they'll change their 


grooming ways for a man. 
“Oddly enough, it was the kids 
who started me in this business," 
muses Helen Rose, who designed 
clothes for more than 200 impor­ 
tant films before she began her 
own couturier business eight years 
ago. 
“ It was in the '40s head designer 
Irene at the studio didn’t want to 
bother with the younger girls — 
Ava Gardner, Lana Turner, Eliza­ 
beth Taylor, Grace Kelly and doz­ 
ens of others, so 1 took care of 
them.

He came right 
over and said he didn’t think it 
was a fracture but advised me to 
get X-rays the next morning.

X-rays ($35.00) and a bill from 
my husband’s cousin for $15. I
